to Veterans Day to honor all veterans of all services of all 
wars to begin with the Revolutionary War right up until 
the present day," said Napoli. "And I think it's a fitting 
change." 

The idea of honoring every veteran, regardless 
of their role in whichever war they served, was a theme 
throughout the ceremony. The event program read, 
"Veterans Day is the day set aside to thank and honor 
ALL those who served honorably in the military - in 
wartime or peacetime." 

To honor those who were among the crowd, 
veterans were asked to rise from their chairs. About 30 
men and women stood, reminding everyone to give 
thanks to their fellow neighbors who serve or have

"That's the future of this country, right there," 
said Napoli pointing to the stage full of students.

McFadden closed with a remark from fellow 
Naval Officer President John F. Kennedy. He said, "I can 
imagine no more rewarding a career. And any man who 
may be asked what he did to make his life worthwhile,

war would cease. He commended Perron on her election 
as Post Commander and also spoke to the beauty of 
the Star Spangled Banner, which had just been sung by 
The Showstoppers, whose voices rose throughout the 
ceremony singing several pieces. 

Also adding elegance and meaning with patriotic 
music were performances by the Old Hammondtown 
School chorus led by Willow Dowling, and the school's 
band under the direction of Christian Dow. 

At the commencement of his time at the podium, 
guest speaker Naval Captain Steven Gardiner shared that 
he was struggling a bit with his speech. 

"I don't like talking about myself... [or] being 
in the limelight," he confided. Gardiner, whose many 
achievements include senior staff positions in Iraq, 
Afghanistan, and Guantanamo Bay, has studied at both 
the U.S. Naval and Army War Colleges and has received 
the Meritorious Service Medal. He retired in 2018 after 31 
years of service. Today, Gardiner serves as a member of 
the Massachusetts Marine Academy's onboard operations 
program. 

"In thinking about a thirty-year career," Gardiner 
said, and paused. "Well, it's not about me: it's about all 
the people who served with me." 

He spoke to the courage so many demonstrated, 
like one rescue swimmer Gardiner said spent nine hours 
searching for a helicopter pilot. 

"As I reflected upon those faces from three 
decades worth of various crews... I came to realize that 
these people are the ones worthy to focus on here today 
- not me - because I served with great and memorable 
people," said Gardiner. 

As a Naval Aviator and Vietnam veteran, 

Gardiner said he learned to "take care of my people" and 
a senior officer once taught him "how to constructively 
use mistakes as a positive teaching moment." 

Gardiner also remembered the pain and sorrow 
of watching a wounded Kurdish security staff member 
perish from a chest wound, and the families of service 
personnel whose sacrifices should not be overlooked. 

"The common thread in all was that we raised our 
hands, sworn an oath, put on a uniform and stepped off...

In a follow-up, he added words spoken by one of his 
current colleagues: "So, even though we sailed in harm's 
way, I don't need thanks because the world's greatest 
Navy gave me more than I gave it." 

Adding to the solemnity of the event were 
Mattapoisett Police Officers Felix Perez and Jeremy Young 
who formed the color guard, balanced by the youthful 
exuberance of the Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts. 

Denham commented that the 2019 observances 
were enjoyed by a "record number of people," and the 
crowd demonstrated their pleasure with rousing ending 
applause.

Tabor Delays Demolition of 
Historic Tenbrook House

Tabor Academy announced on November 6 
that it has changed its mind about moving forward with 
the controversial demolition of a historic house known 
locally as the Tenbrook House, and will instead welcome 
ideas for alternatives and consider any viable options to 
renovate or repurpose the structure. 

Designed by prominent architect, and summer 
resident of Marion, H.H. Richardson and built in 1881, 

192 Front Street was purchased by Tabor Academy in 2008 
and was used as faculty housing while trustees assessed

the building for future possible use. Last month, the house 
was slated for demolition to make way for an expansion 
of the school's facilities within the three-acre parcel, which 
resulted in public outcry erupting primarily through 
social media. 

In response, Tabor Academy Head of School John 
Quirk issued

inhabitant, could not be saved due to the financial 
impracticality of renovating the deteriorating structure. 

Residents took to social media to criticize the 
school's decision to tear the house down rather than 
restore it in keeping with the character of the village. 

In his response to residents' negative responses. 
Quirk said the school had engaged the Sippican Historical 
Society in its search for viable options to save the house, 
but the effort was unsuccessful. 

On November 6, however, Tabor released

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a statement announcing the temporary delay in 
demolishing the "building of such historical and 
emotional interest to many" to allow the town, its 
residents, and anyone from the broader architectural 
community to make suggestions and bring ideas to the 
conversation. 

"One of our mission tenets is to 'promote a life¬ 
long love of learning/ and we are always professing 
to our students the value of new, knowledgeable, and 
differing perspectives," said Quirk. "To turn an over¬ 
confident blind-eye to the perspectives we have been 
receiving would be out of line with how we want to 
be as a school and how we want our students to be 
as thoughtful citizens. I don't know that the essential 
conflicts of this dilemma are fully resolvable, and I want 
to be careful to manage peoples' expectations on that 
matter." 

Quirk continued, "Some of the most creatively 
beneficial solutions arise, however, when thoughtful 
and careful problem-solvers bring their divergent 
perspectives and resources together into one goal-oriented 
conversation. Perhaps that can happen here and that 
would be a great outcome. 

"No matter the outcome the investment of a few 
months and some open conversation is worthwhile, and 
I'm pleased we're in position to delay," said Quirk. "We 
will see what the next number of weeks bring in terms 
of opportunity, and adjust to reflect whatever progress is 
being made." 

The school included in its statement the 
disclaimer that it remains doubtful that a viable option 
exists that would appropriately satisfy the school's needs 
and remain financially feasible. 

Tabor's plan to raze Tenbrook and expand the 
campus at the site had already entered the permitting 
process when public debate arose last month. It was 
originally slated for completion in early winter. 


Not to Entangle a Right Whale

The right whale is so named because it is the 
right one to hunt as it often swims close to shore and is 
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quite docile, not afraid of approaching boats, and floats 
when killed. As such, right whales have been hunted 
nearly to extinction and are classified as endangered by 
the entanglement of fishing nets and lobster traps, as 
illustrated. 

The right whale is the second largest whale in 
the world, next to the blue whale in size, and both are 
on display at the New Bedford Whaling Museum. Right 
whales were first sighted along the New England coast 
by Pilgrims on the Mayflower, even before they landed at 
Plymouth in 1620. In the years to follow, the first settlers 
along the Long Island coastline reported Indians hunting 
right whales with harpoons made of whalebone and tied 
with a rope made of strips of tree bark. 

Native American Montauk and Shinnecock tribes 
both shared in the rise of so-called offshore whaling. The 
coastline industry peaked there in the year 1726 when 86 
right whales were harvested in the sound and shipped to 
Boston. 

In Puritan religion, whaling on the Sabbath was 
not permitted and those sighted on Sunday could not be 
harvested. 

Right whales were often found beached after a 
storm, and one-third of the monetary take from such a 
find went to the person who found it; one-third went to 
the town, and one-third went to the church. 

When the Dutch took over New York from 
the English, the government decreed that the growing 
whaling income should be taxed and paid to the Chamber 
of Commerce. However, the whaler's local representative, 
Samuel Mulford, strongly objected, and he went to 
London in both 1704 and 1706 to plead that King James 
give perpetual rights to fish coastal waters without 
interference. 

My wife, Jan, is descended from Mulford on her 
mother's side of the family. Although he appeared before 
the House of Lords dressed as a humble plainspoken 
commoner, he won his case. The offshore industry 
continued to be lucrative for residents. However, in 
1712, Captain Christopher Hussey, a whaler out of New 
Bedford, was blown far out to sea and discovered a pod 
of sperm whales, which would revolutionize and relocate 
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the industry to the island of Nantucket. 

It also turns out that the first lighthouse keeper 
there was Richard Pinkham, my wife Jan's paternal great, 
great, grandfather. Consequently, his name is mentioned 
amongst Nantucket's history and heritage with other 
family names 
such as 
Coffin, Macy, 

Starbuck, and 
Folger. 

Richard 
Pinkham 
was also the 
first to chart 
Nantucket 
waters and 
mark the 

channels through shoals and sandbars that would allow 
ships to enter with barrels of spermaceti from the sperm 
whale, which was worth its weight in silver, and which 
would eventually light up the world as candle wax. 

Today only about 400 right whales are left in 
the world, and every year the number of right whales 
decreases from entanglements with fishing nets and lines 
from lobster traps. Right whales are dying faster than they 
can reproduce. A bipartisan bill just passed in Congress 
on October 18 entitled "Save Right Whales Act" that 
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would provide funding for conservation and research, and 
a firm called Ashored Innovations in Nova Scotia has also 
devised a rope-less lobster trap. Both are steps in the right 
direction for the hope of the right whale, and hopefully 
will save it from extinction. 

Two Projects Closing in on Approval 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board is preparing to 
wrap up two prominent agenda listings come January: the 
solar farm project proposed for Middleboro Road and the 
Repurpose Properties age-restricted housing development 
slated for Rounseville Road beside Plumb Corner. 

On November 12, the board discussed the 
Middleboro Road solar farm proposal filed by Pedro 
Rodriguez of Solar MA Project Management and 
scheduled the board's first site visit for November 24. 

"This one's been kicked around for a long time 
before we headed to the hearing stage," said Planning 
Board Chairman Arnie Johnson during a follow-up. "I 
would expect that we'll have a decision on that by the end 
of January" 

The Middleboro Road solar farm project has 
been in the pipeline for nearly a year, Johnson said, even 
months before the recent filing of the Special Permit 
application. 

Across the street from the Town Hall, the 
REpurpose Properties project now has very few remaining 
issues left to iron out, Johnson said. 

"The board is mostly waiting for engineering," 
Johnson told The Wanderer. "A few things, nothing major. 

"We'll probably be done with [the REpurpose 
Properties project] in January as well," Johnson continued. 
"We're waiting for engineering reports on both projects." 
Johnson was referring to this project as well as the 
Middleboro Road solar project. "I don't anticipate 
anything major coming out of them." 

Members of the Rochester Historic District 
Commission attended the Planning Board meeting on 
November 12 and confirmed that they held no concerns 
about the REpurpose Properties site regarding any 
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matters under the commission's jurisdiction. 

In other matters, the Planning Board will 
conduct a site visit at the Mendell Road solar farm site on 
November 24 to sign off on the project as complete. 

The board accepted an Approval Not Required 
application for the 40R project proposed by Steen Realty 
and Development Corporation to be located where Route 
28 and Route 58 meet. 

"And we'll probably have a filing for the 40R 
development by January, too," Johnson stated. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for December 10 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Dog Poo Trumps ATV Use in Marion

For Marion's Open Space Acquisition 
Commission, its pet peeve has historically been the illegal 
use of motor vehicles and all-terrain vehicles (ATVs), 
which mars the trails of the public conservation space 
under its stewardship. Now, it's your pet's poo that 
peeves the commission. 

The Goldavitz Bog, a 75.57-acre property off Old 
Indian Trail, has been afflicted by illegal ATV use for some 
time now. These days, though, MOSAC is less concerned 
about tire prints left behind and more concerned with 
paw prints leaving behind something else. 

"The quad traffic has gone down pretty 
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dramatically in the fall, but the poo traffic has increased," 
said MOSAC member Alan Harris. 

Harris said signs prohibiting the use of AT Vs on 
the land have been placed on various MOSAC properties 
including at Goldavitz Bog and Grassi Bog, which seems 
to have helped mitigate the problem, "But there is poo 
there," said Harris. 

Harris told The Wanderer that both locations 
are protected in part because of their value to reduce 
pollutants from runoff that would have existed had the 
land been developed into housing. 

"Dog wastes can have significant nitrogen that 
leads to eutrophication (excessive accumulation of 
nutrients in water that leads to algae blooms and low 
oxygen levels), as well as the 'ick' factor and potential 
disease issues for other dogs and children," said Harris. 
And while the problem doesn't seem to be as bad as in 
other areas he has seen, Harris said, "It seems important 
to create an expectation that dog owners will take care of 
their dog's waste." 

Another area of concern is Great Swamp Loop 
off Joanne Drive, with "a consistent pile up" of dog poo, 
Harris said. "Probably one dog going near the same spot 
on a regular walk." 

According to Harris, the White Eagle property in 
Aucoot Woods has also had its share of piles, "but not a 
huge number," he said. "I'd like to keep it that way." 

Aside from a health regulation fining 
inconsiderate dog owners for not picking up after their 
dogs on public beaches, the Town of Marion has no other 
enforceable law to penalize dog owners with a bad habit 
of leaving a trail of dog poo in their pet's wake. 

"It's bad enough that you have to deal with ticks 
and mosquitos and poison ivy..." said MOSAC Chairman 
John Rockwell, let alone "dog [expletive]". 

Tri-Town Teen Nicotine Withdrawal 
Prompts Concern

Marion Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey 
says adults in the Tri-Town have begun to contact her 
concerned about Tri-Town teens presenting with signs of 
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nicotine addiction. 

Downey initially introduced this topic to the 
Board of Health last week when she said, 'd've had 
multiple conversations with parents at flu clinics and at 
my office concerned about kids in the school who they 
believe have exhibited addiction behaviors." 

What these parents are seeing, Downey said, is 
a surge in cigarette use among Tri-Town teens and their 
friends - a consequence of the state's September 24 ban 
on all e-cigarette and vaping products which cut off the 
steady supply of electronic nicotine products that were 
once relatively accessible to them. 

"They feel that the kids are substituting cigarettes 
for e-cigarettes," said Downey, and she suggested that 
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public health officials and school administrators should 
take action to help young people overcome a likely 
nicotine addiction. 

"Addiction needs to be treated, whether it's 
cigarettes or opioids or alcohol," said Downey, "and kids 
should be sent to their medical provider." 

Downey said last week that she wasn't making 
any demands of the board, but said, "Just know that we 
recognize that there may be some addiction issues among 
youth, and the strategies that the state had put in place for 
adults are not easily transferable to youths." 

During a follow-up with The Wanderer this 
Tuesday, November 12, Downey said the preoccupation 
persists. She is pleased that, after reaching out to 
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Superintendent of Schools Doug White, White had 
responded by assuring Downey that he would be 
contacting the school doctor on the matter. 

Downey's main concern is that if kids are being 
affected by an abrupt discontinued use of e-cigarette 
and vaping products and exhibiting signs of nicotine 
addiction, the mitigating measures offered to adults over 
the age of 18 - nicotine patches, lozenges, and gum the 
state has ordered pharmacies to readily provide without 
a prescription - are less available to younger people. 

Kids would have to approach their parents for help in 
combatting nicotine withdrawal and visit their primary 
care physicians, something Downey recommends parents 
do so that kids can get the help they need. 

"Vaping has been going on quite a while, and the 
adolescent population of Tri-Town - many kids have at 
least tried [vaping] and many kids are regular users," said 
Downey. "And to all of a sudden remove the substance 
- wondering if kids were addicted was becoming 
problematic, and kids were coming home and talking 
about their friends as being addicted." 

The 2015 piloting of a risk survey completed by 
students at Old Rochester Regional Junior and Senior 
High Schools showed that just four years ago, 24 percent 
of ORR High students were vaping, and 7 percent in the 
junior high. A 2017 statewide youth survey showed 41 
percent of high school students had at least tried vaping, 
along with 9.9 percent of junior high students. 

"The adults in the room should recognize - 
without judgment - that they're dealing with addiction 
and get them to a primary care provider to help them with 
their addiction," said Downey. Otherwise, she said she 
fears more kids will turn to cigarettes. 

"One mom told me she was concerned about 
her son, questioning whether or not he could be going 
through withdrawal," said Downey. "She thought he 
was." 

Two other parents who recently spoke with 
Downey are "concerned that nobody was paying attention 
to it," she said. 

"Unfortunately, they (kids) can't just walk away," 
said Downey. Safe substitute nicotine products need to be 
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made available, she added. 

Downey said anyone anywhere in the community 
with a concern about youth nicotine addiction may 
contact her by calling her office at 508-748-3507. 

Adults can encourage teens and adolescents to 
seek help with nicotine withdrawal on their own terms by 
utilizing a number of different services provided by the 
state. Young people can text "VapeFreeMass" to 88709 to 
get started, or call or text "Start My Quit" to 855-891-9989 
for free confidential help. The same help is provided by 
signing up at www.mylifemyquit.com. 

Parents and adults can also text "QUIT" to 202- 
899-7550 to receive text messages specifically designed to 
help parents help their kids quit nicotine. 
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Marion Develops ADA Compliance Mindset 

Marion Planning Board

Marion Town Planner Gil Gilario informed the 
Planning Board on November 4 that he has submitted an 
application for an Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
grant to fund a self-evaluation of town facilities and an 
accompanying transition plan to move Marion closer to 
ADA compliance and handicap accessibility. 

October was a busy month for Gilario when it 
came to applying for grants, but he hopes the October 
16 ADA grant application he filed with the state will 
be awarded to the town so it can hire a consultant to 
undertake the evaluation of all town-owned buildings 
and parks for ADA compliance, make a list, and formulate 
a plan of action in order to apply for further ADA grants 
to fund potential accessibility projects. 

The state allows municipalities to apply for up to 
$250,000 a year in grant funding from the Massachusetts 
Office on Disability. The state has made $2 million 
available for such grants annually. 

For now, Gilario said, "Forget about the buildings 
being compliant to ADA code. We're required to have a 
plan and we're not even there yet." 

Once the evaluation and plan are completed, only 
then can the real work begin. 

"This grant would hopefully at least get us that 
far," said Gilario. "A lot of people think that it's just 
having your buildings up to code; but, no. You're required 
by federal law to have a plan - it's called an ADA 
transition plan, so, hopefully, this grant would allow us to 
get one paid for us." 

Gilario said the evaluation will also assess the 
town's website for accessibility, ease of use, and "how 
easy it is to find information and things like that," he said. 

Also during the meeting, the board accepted 
the Approval Not Required application filed by Laura 
McCord Grauer, 23 Water Street. 

The public hearing for the Definitive Subdivision 
off Beach Street filed by 22 Cove Street, LLC was 
discussed and then continued again until November 18 in 
order to allow time for the board's peer-review engineer 
to provide further input and give the applicant's engineer, 
David Davignon, time to make the necessary adjustments 
to the plan. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for November 18 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Town Counsel Directs BOH to 
Uncondemn House 

Marion Board of Health

During a November 12 emergency meeting of the 
Marion Board of Health, Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
was present to advise the board to rescind its November 5 
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vote condemning a house on Wianno Road. 

"I'm concerned about the order that you placed 
on the property/' said McGrail. McGrail said that after 
he was made aware of the board's vote to condemn the 
house, he consulted with town counsel and Police Chief 
John Garcia after he reviewed the process Health Director 
Karen Walega followed leading up to her request last 
week asking the board to condemn the house. 

"I'm recommending that you rescind the 
condemnation order," stated McGrail. "There are some 
situations at the house that obviously need to be dealt 
with," he added, but the process the board took in 
condemning the house was improper and "may make it 
harder to deal with the issue later on..." 

According to Chapter 2 of the State Sanitary 
Code, local boards of health are authorized to enforce of 
the state's sanitary standards and the enforcement process 
is quite specific. The process begins with an appointment 
for a representative of the board of health to inspect the 
dwelling with the property owner present in order to 
determine if there are any violations and, if so, what 
repairs or alterations must be made to bring the dwelling 
into compliance. 

The board's representative - in this case, Walega 
- must fill out an inspection report containing specific 
details mandated by the state, which must include a list 
of violations and a brief summary of the legal remedies 
available to the occupant or the property owner, and 
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provide copies to the affected parties. The timetable 
for compliance includes a period for the owner or the 
occupant's representative to submit a written request for a 
public hearing and an appeal period of the decision. 

In this case, the occupant is an elderly woman 
with a heart condition that has resulted in at least two 
long-term stays in the hospital. 

According to Walega, the home is infested with 
bedbugs and an accumulation of belongings has at one 
point impacted the ability to safely pass through the 
house. 

On November 5, Walega asked the board to 
condemn the house while it was still vacant to prevent the 
woman from returning to "unsafe" living conditions. But, 
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according to McGrail, the process by which Walega led the 
board in condemning the house was improper. 

In a follow-up with The Wanderer , McGrail 
described the process taken in condemning the elderly 
woman's home as "archaic" to a degree. 

"You can't condemn a house due to a bedbug 
infestation - you just can't," said McGrail. 

The property owner's son was not present for the 
November 5 meeting and was therefore unable to address 
the board on his mother's behalf, but on November 12, 
he was at the Town House to discuss the matter and 
confirmed the insect infestation, as well as the presence 
of mold spores that have since been treated. The insect 
infestation has proven to be more difficult and costly than 
anticipated. 

The property owner's son described the duress 
he has experienced while trying to support his mother 
throughout her hardship and lamented the assistance state 
social workers have provided him and his mother, saying 
that he is "appalled" by their lack of compassion and he 
may seek legal counsel. 

His mother remains hospitalized. 

Board of Health member Dot Brown made the 
motion town counsel crafted for the board to rescind 
the prior vote condemning the house. The conclusion 
to the motion was cautionary: "We (the board) urge the 
homeowner to take prompt and comprehensive actions to 
remediate these public health conditions without delay." 
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McGrail suggested that the elderly homeowner 
may qualify for emergency funding through the Marion 
Council on Aging and offered to assist her son in the 
process. 

Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey also 
offered her support without judgment, saying, "We're 
trying to put your mom in a safe position now and we're 
trying to work as a team." 

Brown regretted that the board was unaware 
it had not followed the proper procedure and offered 
her support as well. She asked Walega, should another 
case of a potential condemnation of a house arise in the 
future, to compile a list summarizing Walega's visits and 
inspections for the board "to see it all in one place," said

Brown. "That would just be really helpful." 

Board of Health Chairman John Howard stated 
that during his tenure on the board he recalls having made 
at least one "walkthrough" of a house before condemning 
the property and suggested it be considered in the future. 

"I think that's fair if we're putting a signature on a 
paper," said Howard. 

McGrail further suggested that town counsel be 
involved in similar matters that may arise in the future.

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People 
with allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs 
will lick, chew and rub. 

What can my do be allergic to and what should I do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles 
that he comes into contact with such as wool 
rugs, all pollen, mold, and dust that affects 
people.

White Cedar Preserve 

White Cedar Preserve was acquired in 
partnership with the Buzzards Bay Coalition and the 
Town of Rochester Conservation Commission and 
was made possible by funding from the Buzzards Bay 
National Estuary Program, the State of Massachusetts 
Conservation Partnership Program, and the North 
American Wetlands Conservation Act. It is located at the 
intersection of Walnut Plain Road and Estabrook Way. 

(For those using GPS, enter "1 Estabrook Way".) 

The 83-acre parcel is very diverse, varied terrain: 
upland to wetland, and home to a white cedar bog. You 
can walk the trail in either direction from field to wooded 
pathways, heading toward a large bog of white cedar. 

The trail winds through white pine and deciduous trees, 
including swamp birch, black tupelo, and red maple. 
There is a break in the trail due to swampy conditions. 
However, on drier days you may reach the often muddy, 
but beautiful terrain of the cedar swamp stands. (Walking 
time is 15-30 minutes.) Watch for the endangered HesseTs 
Hairstreak butterfly, whose larvae feed exclusively 
on Atlantic White Cedar. You may find leatherleaf, 
waterwillow, sheep laurel, cranberry, sundew, purple 
pitcher, sedge, hemlock, beech, as well as holly. Be on the 
lookout for deer as well, as deer trails wind through the 
parcel.

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Fake News

Scandalous: The True Story of the National Enquirer. A 
documentary directed by Mark Landsman. Running 
time: 97 minutes. No MPAA rating. Now playing in 
select theaters. 

A gore-soaked tabloid, whose publisher had 
mob connections, was ultimately involved in helping 
install the President of the United States. This story, 
worthy of James Ellroy, is at the heart of the documentary 
Scandalous: The True Story of the National Enquirer. 
Aesthetically, the movie is both cold and cheesy, a weird 
combo platter. Various interviewees (Carl Bernstein is 
probably the film's biggest "get") sit in lonely, swanky 
rooms or in dimly lit bars, and the interviews are broken 
up by vintage news footage — grainy film stock, bleary 
video. It's ugly, but then so is the subject; director Mark 
Landsman means to show that the tabloid that's been an 
unavoidable patch of the American cultural wallpaper 
for much of our lives has left a mostly corrosive footprint 
wherever it has stepped. 

Or stomped. By 1997, the Enquirer's reputation 
as a ghost haunting the closets of celebrities was so 
entrenched that the paper went through a period of 
disfavor following the death of Princess Diana. The 
paparazzi who chased Diana to her death were not 
working for the Enquirer *, but the association was made 
anyway — the paper was a synecdoche for all other 
intrusive tabloids. (For what it's worth, the paper's 
then-editor Steve Koz made a performative violin solo 
of refusing photos of the wreckage and called on other 
tabloids to do likewise.) Before then, the Enquirer had 
actually been gaining a rep as an unexpected source 
of hard-nosed journalism during the O.J. trial. But the 
sacrifice of Diana at the altar of enquiring minds that 
wanted to know seemed to shame, for a while, the 
supermarket gobblers of tabloid burgers. 

What Scandalous makes clear is that the paper, 
for decades, reported all the news that was printed to 
fit — it was custom-made to slake the public thirst for 
lightweight squalor. The Enquirer's original goodfella-in- 
chief, Generoso Pope Jr., gradually shifted the rag's angle 
from sub-Weegee shock-horror to "Why Jackie/Liz/ 
Oprah is as miserable as you are, Jane Q. Public." That 
formula held for a long time, until, in those more innocent 
times when such a thing could still happen, Gary Hart 



was captured on film with Donna Rice on his lap and his 
political career was generally acknowledged to be toilet- 
bound. The Enquirer's vampire fangs had drawn a new 
kind of blood, and it liked the taste. Bill Clinton found 
himself similarly drained. But all along, in Scandalous , we 
also hear about stories Jane never saw — contemptible 
behavior by Bob Hope, Cosby, etc. We're told that the 
Enquirer kept mum about certain stars in exchange for 
access. That will take on grim relevance later, when what 
Ronan Farrow has recently exposed as the "catch and 
kill" mechanism (he's in the film briefly) was employed 
to keep Donald Trump's mushroom out of the pages of 
America's favorite tabloid. Hillary stared zombie-eyed 
and pallid from many an Enquirer cover, contrasted with 
the insensate orange vigor of the MAGA who would be 
king. The paper that had followed America's lead was 
now leading America. 

That was under the jurisdiction of Trump pally 
David Pecker, who has since sold the Enquirer, after 
the paper's attempted sliming of Trump foe Jeff Bezos 
backslimed. Today the paper sits in its usual point-of- 
purchase slot, itself zombie-eyed, a mewling wisp of 
its former robust ghoulishness. It continues to harass 
celebrities and the Royal Family just like the good old 
bad days of 1985, but having ended and expedited 
presidential dreams, where else can it go? It seems a 
spent force. And yet the hunger for the Enquirer's stock 
in trade remains, only it's filled elsewhere. For what is 
Fox News if not tabloid journalism at its slickest and 
most dangerous, speaking to an audience of the fearful 
and incurious? The network's serpent-in-chief, Rupert 
Murdoch, of course slithered from the brackish waters of 
British supermarket rags. As James Ellroy knew, America 
is a tabloid country, and so Scandalous is not just a movie 
about that thing Grandma reads at the hairdresser's. At 
its "best" and worst the paper is a souvenir from our 
national shadowland; we want to think we're better than 
the Enquirer but we kind of know we deserve each other.
